Hyacinths 
should be planted any time from October Ist to December Ist, in light, rich, well drained 
soil. Plant bulbs 5 inches deep and about 6 to 8 inches apart.

Plant 4 to 6 inches deep in rich soil; planting may be done from October until early De- 
cember. Recommended to protect them from severe cold with about 2 inches of peat moss, 
decayed manure, or even old leaves and grass. 





TO OUR CUSTOMERS IN THE SOUTHERN STATES 


If you have had trouble growing Tulips successfully, try planting on the north 
or east side of the house. A little shade seems to be a big help. In order to avoid warm 
weather after setting out the bulbs, we recommend planting in November or early 
December. Soak the ground thoroughly in dry weather. Follow the same _ instructions 
for Hyacinths and Narcissus, except the latter should be planted in October or early 

ovember.

TO OUR CUSTOMERS IN THE SOUTHERN STATES: 


Narcissus do better in the South than any other Fall planted bulb. Plant in early 
October or November and soak the ground well during dry weather. It is advisable to 
plant these bulbs on the north or east side of the house.

Everyone likes the lovely and cheerful colors of our spring 
flowers from fall planted bulbs. Nothing is brighter in the spring 
landscape than Tulips, Narcissus, Hyacinths, Crocus and the various 
rock garden flowers, 


The bulbs must be planted in the fall from September to No- 
vember and even in December, We get our bulbs from Holland as soon 
as it is possible to ship them in, and we are makinz arrangements 
for earlier arrival this year, 


We purchase them in carload lots direct from the same reli- 
able grower in the Netherlands with whom we have dealt for over 
twenty years. Our bulbs are shipped by water to Chicago, thence 
to us by carload rail freizht. Inthis manner, we are able to re- 
duce the charges and costs of importing to a minimum and are able
